Washington Observes Anniversary 
of Birthday of Abraham Lincoln 


W ashington, Feb. 
12—(ZP)—The 
120th anniversary of the birth of 
Lincoln was observed in W ashing­ 
ton today both at the capitol and 
at lits memorial overlooking the 
Potomac river. 
In the houee the G ettysburg Ad­ 
dress was read by R epresentative 
Moors, of Ohio, and in th e senate 
tribute was paid by Senator Smoot, 
of Utah. 
At the massive m em orial 
b u tlin g numerous patriotic socie­ 
ties gathered and heard S enator 
Shortrldge, of California eulogize 
the m artyred president. 
T h e capitol was decorated with 
American flags while Pennsylvania 
avenue also wa* bedecked with the 
national emblem. At the ea st front 
of the capitol, where 
In a 
few 
weeks a new president will take 
che oath on the same spot where 


Lincoln twice stood, 
more 
flags 
were displayed. 
Lauds Lincoln. 
The day, however, was not a 
holiday in the city and all govern­ 
ment departm ents were a t work as 
usual and neither sen ate nor house 
interrupted its program , except for 
the brief com m em orating speeches. 
At the Lincoln memorial where 
the Gettysburg speech and tile sec­ 
ond Inaugural address are inscrib­ 
ed on two tablets, a gathering lis­ 
tened to Senator Shortrldge extoll 
the emancipator. 
“W heresoever am ong men there 
Is love for disinterested patriotism 
and sublime attachm ent to duty,” 
Senator Short ridge said; “whereso­ 
ever liberty lf worshipped and loy­ 
alty exalted, his name, his life, his 
deeds are known.” 


“ Who was this man th a t came 
unheralded out of the w est?” he 
asked. 
“ Who wae this m an that 
rose above great statesm en of his 
day—who was as earn est as Phil­ 
lips, as gifted as Baker, more pro­ 
found than Saward, more wise than 
Chase, m ore logical than Douglas, 
more eloquent th a t E verett? 
that 
humble, loving, forgiving, sublime 
man was the railsplitter of Illi­ 
nois- sainted and im m ortal Ainu 
hum 
L'ncoln, 
child 
of 
poverty, 
champion of freedom, euvior of the 
Union.” 
Senator Shortrldge said that the 
hour of brotherly estrangem ent had 
gone forever, th a t “governm ent oI 
the people, by the people, and foi 
the people” had not perished unci 
that “the sons of America march 
all one way.”

Famed Aviatrix Ear- \ 
hart. . . . ‘‘Once a 
girl learns to handle 
an airplane, flying should 
casual to her as driving an auto 
mobile or riding a horse.”

H O U L D I advise your daughter to learn to fly)" 
Amelia Earhart repeated the words that the 
writer had used to formulate the question that 
is probably on the lips of thousands of mothers 
and fathers in America today. 
So many girls are going in for aviation these days, so many 
others are held back by indecision that the writer felt that the 
words of an experienced flyer of the co-called weaker sex— 
one who has baa a great deal of experience in 
the air and who 
is the only woman pilot in the world today who 
can say, “ I flew 
the Atlantic"— might be helpful to those who are trying to 
make up their minds whether to learn to manipulate an airplane 
or to keep their feet on the ground. 
Here is her story: "W e allow our girls to drive an automobile 
on die crowded streets and through all sorts of traffic where 
there is a certain element of danger; we allow girls to ride horse­ 
back : we allow them to sail boats. 
W hy not allow them to pilot 
an airplane) 
"Flying is just ai casual to a pilot as driving a car or riding 
a horse or swimming. 
It should be just as casual to any girl 
once she learns how to pilot a ship. 
Aviation holds no secret 
formulas. 
There are no greater risks in the air than there are 
on the ground with proper supervision and control. 


6 4 0 O M E people think that when an airplane assumes any 
position other than that of its flying level it is out of 
control. 
For instance, in turning, the wings are tipped. 
As a matter of fact, if a plane were not tipped, i. e., ‘banked,’ 
it would be in danger of getting out of control. 
The pilot 
banks it a certain degree in proportion to the sharpness of the 
turn and the speed he is traveling, just as an automobile race 
track is banked to protect speeding drivers. 
" A broken propeller caused by a ‘nose-over’ is not more 
serious in aviation than blowing out a tire while driving an auto­ 
mobile. 
Yet these little things are often misunderstood by those 
who are unfamiliar with aviation in a technical sense. 
"T he ‘nose-dive’ is another misunderstood term. 
Some peo­ 
ple think it is an accident in which something serious is going 
to happen, 
It it is a very essential maneuver in aviation. 
It is 
as necessary to go into a ‘nose-dive’— the nose of the plane tilted 
downward— as it is to go into neutral when you slow up your 
car to pull up at the curb. 
‘‘Sometimes when an ail plane makes a landing one of the 
wheels of the landing gear is liable to sink in the soft earth, 
thereby causing the plane to turn slightly over on its side. The 
uninformed person would call this a crash and conjure up 
thoughts of a serious accident in which people are hurt. 


44TT1H E slightest accident that happens to a pilot and his 
I 
airplane is multiplied through the microscopic eye of the 
witness into an event of serious proportions. 
The public 
becomes acquainted with all the minor casualties in aviation but 
in the absorption process of this knowledge it fails to take into 
consideration the thousands of miles that are being flown every 
hour of the day and night in the United States and other parts 
of the world. 
"In this country alone operators travel a distance of 30,000 
miles every dav of the year. 
As you are reading this— whether 
it is night or day— there are airplanes in the air carrying either 
mail or passengers from one destination to another. 
"W e hear nothing or read nothing in the press if the fender 
of someone’s car is bent in a collision with another car or an 
object, yet if the wing of the plane in which some well known 
aviator is flying is slightly bruised in landing, or tire propeller is 
damaged, it is certain to be known by the public at large. 
"N o matter where an accident might happen today in which 
an airplane is involved, if the passenger or the pilot who is 
operating the ship is critically injured or killed, the nation knows 
about it the next day. 
How ignorant are we, however, of the 
great number of automobile accidents that occur in all parts of

national interest by spectacular yet worthy enter­ 
prises. 
" A great many of us remember when the 
automobile was an expensive luxury within the 
reach of a very few of the people, when long 
distance touring was an undertaking charged 
with all sorts of alarming potentialities. 
"T he condition of the roads and the added 
risks of experiencing engine trouble in regions 
as yet uninhabited by automobile mechanics, 
garages and gas stations were things that had 
to be considered before venturing out too far. 
But when these spectacular road races began to 
sell cars the prices began to come down, people 
began to learn to drive, roads began to be built 
and service stations began to appear along the 
highways.

G IR L who has her mind set on learnnig to pilot an air- 
/ \ plane should have little to fear. There is probably no 
more risk attached to the initial instruction than there is 
attached to the preliminary lessons in automobile driving if flying 
u carefully supervised. 
"Before she even considers taking lessons, however, it is ad­ 
d a b le for her to take a rigid physical examination. 
These 
physical tests are under the supervision of the aeronautics branch 
of the Department of Commerce. 
Competent medical men 
operating under the branch may be found in most cities. 
Good 
physical condition is essential. 
A person must be in normal con­ 
dition to fly. 
The heart should be normal. 
Eyesight must be

"W ith interest in aviation growing by leaps and bounds,

walls.

Codifications of state hank and 
trust corporation statutes 
were 
laid before the legislature today, 
backed by the state banking de­ 
partment. after an 
investigation 
of the laws of every state in the 
union. The measures were 
su b ­ 
mitted by 
Senator 
George 
S. 
Barnard, of Benton Harbor. 
The two codes seek to confer 
trust 
corporation 
powers 
and 
privileges on state banks. 
Sweeping changes include 
re ­ 
visions of surplus and capital re­ 
quirements. the conferring of in­ 
dustrial banking powers on state 
banks, a lifting of restrictions on 
the investment of savings funds, 
and provision for succession 
of 
trusts. 
The old sta tu te requiring the 
allocation of capital requirem ents 
for tru s t cam panies and th e p ro ­ 
portionate am ount of surplus and 
undivided profits is wiped out in 
th e new* sta te banking code. Com­ 
petition from national banks re­ 
sulted in th e change. 
A 20 p er cent surplus a t the 
tim e of organization and a p ro ­ 
vision th a t 25 per cent of th e net 
profits m ust be carried to surplus 
until the la tte r is 50 p er cent of 
th e capital stock would be 
re­

of
